SYNOPSIS 


On June 24, 2014, an Internal Affairs Bureau (IAB) team comprised of Lieutenant Todd 
Weber, Sergeant David Ladjevic, and Sergeant Brenda Gibson responded to Compton 
Station regarding an on-duty hit shooting. The shooting resulted in the death of 
Suspect Antoine Hunter and injuries to Geremy Evans. 


Internal Affairs Bureau Lieutenant Todd Weber checked to see that the Compton Station 
Watch Commander, Brian Gellis, took reasonable steps to ensure the involved and 
witness personnel did not discuss the incident among themselves or with uninvolved 
persons prior to being interviewed by the assigned investigators, and that the involved 
and witness personnel did not collectively consult with their representative. In addition, 
IAB Lieutenant Todd Weber checked to see if the watch commander attempted to have 
the involved and witness personnel gather in the company of a supervisor until they had 
provided a statement to the assigned investigators. 


Upon their arrival they learned that there was an active command post and containment 
of the crime scene area. Investigators learned of the series of events which culminated 
in a deputy involved, hit, shooting involving Deputies Gregory Rodriguez and 


Sergeant Robert Gray and Detective Daniel Morris from the Los Angeles County 
Sheriff's Homicide Bureau arrived and assumed control of the crime scene. For further

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SYNOPSIS 


On June 24 2014, at approximately 2151 hours, Deputies Gregory Rodriguez and 

were assigned to patrol the unincorporated County area of Compton as 
unit 283T1. Deputy Rodriguez was the driver and Deputy} as the passenger 
deputy (bookman). 


IAB NOTE: Deputy iwas initially assigned to work 285D1, 
however due to prior traffic related incidents he was removed 
from a one person unit and assigned with Deputy Rodriguez. 


Deputy Rodriguez and Deputy were stopped at a red traffic signal in the number one 
lane of southbound Long Beach Boulevard at Rosecrans Avenue. They were ina 
marked black and white patrol vehicle when their attention was drawn to a gray 
Oldsmobile, suspect vehicle (License ka driving east on Rosecrans Avenue. 
The suspect vehicle attempted a U-turn at the intersection of Rosecrans Avenue and 
Long Beach Boulevard. The suspect vehicle was unable to negotiate the U-turn and 
nearly struck the northwest curb of Long Beach Boulevard and Rosecrans Avenue. The 
driver, Suspect Hunter, reversed the vehicle into westbound traffic and guickly 
accelerated the vehicle west on Rosecrans Avenue. 


Deputy Rodriguez and Deputy Bk carea traffic and turned west on Rosecrans Avenue 
and began to follow the suspect vehicle. As they followed the suspect vehicle they 
observed the suspect vehicle turn south on Sloan Avenue from the number one lane of 
Rosecrans Avenue, failing to enter the designated left turn lane. As the suspect vehicle 
turned south it caused several cars, traveling east on Rosecrans Avenue, to stop their 
vehicles in order to avoid colliding with the suspect vehicle. 


Deputy Rodriguez and Deputy Hii learea traffic and proceeded to follow the suspect 
vehicle south on Sloan Avenue. As they drove south on Sloan Avenue they noticed the 
suspect vehicle failed to stop for a posted stop sign at the intersection of Sloan Avenue 
and Elm Street. Based on the erratic driving, Deputy Rodriguez and Deputy| 

believed the driver of the suspect vehicle may have been intoxicated. Deputy 
Rodriguez initiated the overhead red and blue lights, while Deputy[iturned on the 
forward facing passenger spotlight, in an attempt to stop the vehicle. 


Deputy Rodriguez followed the suspect vehicle as it continued south on Sloan Avenue. 
The suspect vehicle turned east on Palmer Street, failing to stop for the posted stop sign 
at the intersection of Palmer Street and Sloan Avenue. As the suspect vehicle 
continued east on Palmer Street it maneuvered to turn north onto Poinsettia Avenue. It 
then abruptly swerved and continued east on Palmer Street where it quickly turned north 
onto Poinsettia Avenue, where it struck a vehicle parked on the east curb of Poinsettia 
Avenue north of Palmer Street, where it came to an abrupt stop. Deputy Rodriguez was 
unable to change the direction of the radio car and continued to turn north onto 
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Poinsettia Avenue stopping adjacent to the driver's side of the suspect vehicle. 


Deputy exited the passenger side of the patrol vehicle, with his weapon drawn, and 
verbally commanded the driver to stop the vehicle. Deputy Rodriguez exited the driver 
side of the patrol vehicle, ran around the front of the patrol vehicle, toward the front of the 
parked vehicle. Deputy Rodriguez continued running around the front of the parked 
vehicle toward the passenger side of the suspect vehicle. When Deputy Rodriguez 
arrived at the passenger side of the suspect vehicle he heard the engine revving, and he 
continued to issue verbal commands to the suspects. As Deputy Rodriguez was 
issuing the verbal commands to the occupants of the suspect vehicle he noticed the 
vehicle continued to move back and forth. Deputy Rodriguez illuminated the interior of 
the vehicle through the passenger side window, which was “briefly” open. Refer to 
Homicide Transcripts, page 11 and IAB Transcripts, page 11. As Deputy 
Rodriguez illuminated the interior of the suspect vehicle he saw the driver, Suspect 
Hunter, reach toward his waistband and retrieve what appeared to be the butt end of a 
gun. As Deputy Rodriguez was issuing the verbal commands he heard a gunshot and 
was unable to see Deputy Fearing for his life and Deputy life he fired several 
rounds from his Department issued firearm in the direction of Suspect Hunter and 
Suspect Evans. Refer to Homicide Transcripts page 13. 


Deputy was between the suspect vehicle and the patrol vehicle, adjacent to the 
driver's side window of the suspect vehicle, when he saw the suspect reaching within the 
interior of the vehicle as if he was retrieving a weapon. Deputy| continued to issue 
verbal commands and could hear the engine revving. Believing the suspect was going 
to “smoosh” him between the cars, Deputy irec several rounds from his Department 
issued firearm into the suspect vehicle. After firing into the vehicle Deputy| 

weapon appeared to malfunction. He was able to clear the malfunction as he moved 
toward the rear of the suspect vehicle. While moving toward the rear of the suspect 
vehicle he saw Deputy Rodriguez approaching the passenger side of the suspect vehicle 
and heard the engine of the suspect vehicle accelerate. Deputy irca two rounds 
into the rear window of the suspect vehicle as Deputy Rodriguez fired multiple rounds 
from his weapon in the direction of the suspect vehicle. Refer to Deputy 

Homicide Transcripts, page 4. 


Deputy Rodriguez continued to issue verbal commands as Deputylpttempted to put 
out radio traffic. Deputy adio malfunctioned and he responded to Deputy 
Rodriguez’ location. Deput etrieved Deputy Rodriguez’ microphone and put out 
emergent radio traffic regarding the deputy involved shooting. Refer to [Exhibit C], for 
the CD containing the radio traffic. 


Several citizens were attending a candlelight vigil approximately 150 feet north of the 
incident on Poinsettia Avenue. Once the incident ended the citizens at the vigil 
responded to the area of the radio car and suspect vehicle. Two of the citizens entered 
the scene and walked directly toward the suspect vehicle and began to yell at the 
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deputies. Deputy instructed the citizens to leave the area. After a short period of 
time several radio cars arrived and controlled the scene
